Handsome  decorative  plants,  with  broad  foliage  and  of  stately 
effect,  either  for  planting  as  single  specimens  on  the  lawn  or  in  the 
border,  or  for  grouping  with  other  plants  for  sub-tropical  effect, 
producing  their -3  feet  high  spikes  of  curious  flowers  during  August 
and  September.

AQUILEGIAS,  or  COLUMBINES. 

The  Columbines  are  one  of  the  most  elegant  and  beautiful  of  hardy 
plants,  producing  their  graceful  spurred  flowers  on  stems  rising  2 feet  or 
more  above  the  beautifully  divided  foliage,  and  are  highly  prized  for  cut- 
ting.

Whether  planted  individually  or  collectively,  the  shrub  is  an  important  feature  in  the  adornment  of  any  grounds.  There 
are  locations  which  suggest  the  planting  of  individual  shrubs,  which  are  allowed  space  for  symmetrical  development,  and  in 
such  locations  their  grace  and  beauty  cannot  be  surpassed.
